The tenor this article appears 
that setting the record straight 
Atlanta dispel many the myths 
about the dream city the Sunbelt, the 
megalopolis the ‘80s. one hand, 
the account Atlanta succeeds: its para- 
doxes and hypocrisy are exposed, its 
decline from its mythical mount begun; 
are awakened from our shattered 
dream that blacks and whites might actu- 
ally live together harmony. But the 
other hand, another myth much more 
lethal and pervasive than its predecessor 
nurtured this accounting, though 
perhaps unintentionally. 

The myth which I'm speaking 
that infanticide indigenous particu- 
lar geographical locale. 
New can read this article 
and not surprised. are not sur- 
prised because all know how violent 
and racist the South is. And can all 
rest much easier, because believe 
that such atrocities happen only the 
children the poor black faraway 
Atlanta who are stalked insatiable 
hunter. How much simpler for 
react with indignation and disgust, 
localize the problem way that allows 
avoid facing the inadequacies and 
injustices which allow such innocent 
deaths continue. their problem, not 
ours. How easy for point the 


finger, long the finger not pointed 
us. 

course, did look ourselves, 
did consider our own social respon- 
sibilities society that often unsafe 
and unjust, might have examine the 
despair our own black citizens the 
South End, Roxbury, Dorchester. 
might have acknowledge that 
women all classes and colors are raped 
stabbed not only the fashion- 
able Back Bay sunny Saturday after- 
noon, but every day, all neighbor- 
hoods.

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The strange case Myles Connor

gruesome tale double murder, 
the Commonwealth Massachusetts at- 
tempted prove that Myles Joseph 
Connor Jr. 38-year-old former rock 
‘n’ roller and suspected art thief 
planned and ordered the cold-blooded 
two women six years ago. The. 
prosecution’s case relied throughout 
nesses who are under the care the fed- 
eral witness-prosecution program. One 
them Thomas Sperrazza, has al- 
ready been convicted the murders 
themselves. Late last week, after 
deliberation that can only described 
bizarre, jurors voted unanimously 
convict Connor, who now faces 
sentence life without parole. 

this abbreviated form, the story 
seems simple enough, sordid and 
horrifying. The full story less 
bizarre, but anything but simple. 
And its complexities lie new lessons 
about our system for solving crimes and 
punishing their perpetrators. That system 
now includes ferocious competition be- 
tween law-enforcement agencies and 
reliance informant/witnesses that 
alarms many observers the criminal- 
justice system. When the bad blood be- 
tween federal law-enforcement people 
and Massachusetts can lead trials 
like those Myles Connor, when trials 
consist largely testimony like that 
offered against him, and when juries 
return guilty verdicts based such 
testimony, perhaps time for all 
concerned. 


recent weeks, the newspaper- 


* 
nformants have for some time been 
valuable tool law-enforcement 
agencies; any police force relies upon 


their information solve its cases, and 


(as prosecutors are fond pointing out) 
there are crimes which could never 
prosecuted without the testimony par- 
ticipants who have turned 
evidence. recent years, however, the 
use informants has grown with 
dizzying rapidity, and the techniques 
used induce their cooperation have be- 
come more and more disturbing. Some 
agencies have developed virtual ob- 
session with the cultivation in- 
formants: the Federal Bureau 
Investigation, for example, now runs 
Top Echelon Criminal Informants 
Program that seeks locate and develop 
potential witnesses against suspected 
targets, even where FBI 
agents have solid reason believe that 
given target has yet committed 
specific crime. From here, only one 
step Queen Hearts justice first the 


suspect, then the witness, then the crime. 


the middle Myles Connor made 
most inviting prospective informant. 
was reputed highly intelligent 
and sophisticated; was suspected 
having more than passing familiarity 
with the criminal world, notably the 
lucrative field art theft. would have 
been welcome addition the in- 
formant stable any law-enforcement 
agency lucky enough win his co- 
operation. 

However, law-enforcement agencies 
not ordinarily get their informants 
luck. Rather, they get them obtaining 
enough leverage able force such 
person cooperate almost any way 
demanded him her.

And when the leverage reaches certain 
point, the truth itself that 
jeopardy.

Psychology (AWP) conference was defending Freud 
psychoanalysis uncritically. Far from it. But number 
women psychologists, sociologists, therapists, histor- 
ians, and anthropologists did argue that Freud’s theo- 
retical constructs and his methods psychoanalysis are 
useful therapeutic settings, and essential feminist 
analysis personality structure and social structures 
well. For perhaps the first time such large and varied 
setting feminists actively entertained the idea that Freud 
not the enemy. 

Approximately 1700 people registered for the three- 
day conference feminist psychology, including clini- 
cians with various kinds credentials (from MSWs 
bachelors psychology graduates feminist 
therapy-training sessions), nurses, academics, hospital 
administrators, self-help program leaders, and therapy 
consumers. They came from far away the Midwest 
and California attend workshops that ranged from 
academic presentations dectoral research soul- 
searching rap sessions lectures how set your 
own program class research project.

TELL RIDDLE

This solo 
stands the pinnacle work, the

Lennie Tristano was born and grew 
Chicago. Weaksighted from birth, 
was blind the age 10, condition 
that did not prevent him from pursuing 
formal education music. 1946, while 
still his mid-20s, moved New 
York, where became prominent fig- 
ure the rapidly evolving bebop scene. 
Working guitarist Billy Bauer and 
saxophonists Warne Marsh and Lee 
Konitz, Tristano devised iconoclastic 
style modern jazz, one with its own 
harmonic, melodic, and rhythmic tex- 
tures. 

The music was impressionistic, ab- 
stract, and obscure. 
tradition which most players begin 
with hot, hard-edged blues, Tristano pre- 
ferred work with palette cool, 
glistening pastels. Jazz aficionados the 
time often dismissed him saying that 
didn’t swing. Indeed, one took the 
energetic pulse conventional bebop 
the standard, Tristano was far off the 
mark. But such peremptory judgments 
failed acknowledge that the man was 
exploring different voice, different 
way playing, something more than just 
another echo Charlie Parker Bud 
Powell. 

Perhaps because his blindness made 
difficult travel, perhaps because the 
controversies that swarmed around him

discrimination against white man do- 
ing black music perhaps for other 
reasons, Tristano eventually withdrew 
from the life club dates, concerts, and 
recording. Instead, him- 
self teacher and became the center 
intensely devoted cult. Fiercely 
disciplinarian approach, Tristano 
asked his students what demanded 
himself; practice short exercises 
over and over again until each figure be- 
came part large sets patterns that 
could called upon instantly fit into 
improvised solos.

Long out 
print, their reissue fitting tribute 
Lennie Tristano, who died November, 
1978.

In- 
deed, the looseness and bite Alan Vega recalls 
the breakthrough Pop managed Raw Power 
after the hit-and-miss barrage from his first two 
records with the Stooges. Like Pop, Vega 
wolf stumble-bunny’s clothing; first en- 
counter seems like another well-meaning, but 
incompetent, leather jacket. With Suicide, 
mush-mouth manner unveiling songs pregnant 
with and fake-soulful tics qualified 
him for immediate shit-can status. Using the ten- 
sion Hawk’s boogie beat provides, Vega snaps to- 
gether suddenly, and his presumed ineptness be- 
comes eccentric grandeur.

write The Stranger, and one can hear 
traces Cain’s sullen, laconic voice 
Norman The Executioner’s 
Song. What that’s appealing about 
that voice? the sheer nastiness 
it? Cain’s novels seem dated now, 
but it’s hard passage that has 
more meanness crammed into than the 
one above. The writing revels its own 
grunginess, taunts with its sadism and 
with its vision love the inter- 
mingling animal smells, swipes, and 
snarls. One enjoys the way shocks; 
has the air being unsullied 
rationalization and fine 
naughty and ugly and true. This 
Depression-era writing, course, writ- 
ing for period that could only snort 
noble aspirations and the notion 
human dignity. was the 
term coined describe and 
describe the writing Raymond 
Chandler, Horace McCoy, Dashiell Ham- 
mett, John and, yes, Ernest 
Hemingway. But didn’t Cain jus- 
tice. his purpler moods and passages, 
would sound cynical-romantic 
the next crusty journalist-turned-novel- 
ist, but then could sink into temper 
that was darker, cruder. Not Heming- 
way, not Hammett, not even Chandler 
could seedy and small. 

the Hollywood wasn’t ready 
for that kind nastiness. Books could 


reflect the national mood, perhaps, but 


movies had offer escape. until 
the bluesy pessimism the postwar 
period that the tone Cain’s novels 
could creep into the movies, into pic- 
tures like Out the Past, DOA, Kiss 
Deadly, Sunset Boulevard, and The Post- 
man Always Rings Twice. 
the French called it, and filmmakers have 
been trying recapture its tenebrous 
ambiance ever since. Those who 
love the film noirs the era from 1944 
(Double Indemnity) 1958 (Touch 
Evil) may greet contemporary attempts 
with mixed feelings. There have been 
few flinty little pictures recent years 
that got the noir Point Blank, 
Get Carter, and Gumshoe come mind 
and few suave aberrations that 
started from noir and then transcended it, 
movies like Chinatown and The Long 
Goodbye. But there have also been many, 
many failures, and always little 
embarrassing noir-lovers; one almost 
wishes the moviemakers would stop try- 
ing. Now there fourth version The 
Postman Always Rings Twice (at the 
Cheri and the Circle, and the suburbs), 
version written the playwright 
David Mamet (American Buffalo) and 
directed Bob Rafelson, the renegade 


who made Five Easy Pieces and Head, and 


who was unceremoniously fired from 
Brubaker for being ‘‘difficult.’’ Perhaps 
takes difficult director make film 
noir 1981; Rafelson has done it. Post- 
man, which stars Jack Nicholson and 
Jessica Lange, nasty and steamy and 
low its predecessors the and 
goes beyond the hard-boiled, right back 
the cruddy spirit the novel.

The 
movie grows very hot very quickly, and 
that’s because Rafelson intent get- 
ting the electricity flowing between Frank 
and Cora right away; him, that electri- 
city more important than character, 
dwarfs, you see, the characterization 
midget two count for much, 
and for Rafelson, vicissitudes the 
Depression, being married Greek 
immigrant suspicious country, 
motivations.

And Rafelson knows just where begins. 


begins with that first exchange 
glances, and then with sexual encoun- 
ter that’s among the most striking 
recent American movies. While Nick 
away one afternoon, Frank locks the 
cafe’s doors and begins prowling around 
Cora like cat. (Someday, some eager 
grad student will probably thesis 
cat imagery The Always 
Rings Twice. the easiest paper 
ever wrote.) Suddenly, Frank pounces; he’ 
and Cora struggle, and Rafelson brings 
the camera close can see the way 
their eyes gleam. The violence tantalizes 
them; they’ve never known such inten- 
sity feeling, and once tasted it, 
they both want more. The battle pin- 
wheels into the kitchen, where Cora stops 
for moment. She steps the table 
she’s been baking bread and sweeps 
her hand across it; loaves fly, hunks 


dough splatter the floor, knife 


jettisoned all the symbols her mun- 
dane life scatter. And then she turns 
Frank and with mean curl her lip tells 
him, There hardly any 
nudity the scene that follows, but the 
sadistic eroticism palpable and true; 
you can see Frank and Cora becoming 
addicted it. Now have have it, 
all the time, and when longer 
enough, the violence will have 
increase. From this moment on, 
death inevitable. will not just 
killing, will act sexual 
consummation. Whatever love may 


us, this what Frank and Cora: 
the screeching jungle cats, the electri- 
city fur brushing fur, the lure 
murder. 

Part what makes good film noir 
fun the way forces understand 


slimiest characters. movie like 
Double Indemnity (or noir book like 


Postman), begin with lust that feel- 
ing which comes from the body, not the 
soul, and universal, shared 
murderer, priest, and president alike. 
From lust move evil and from there 
guilt, and from there some bizarre 
salvation. Cain’s Postman; one has the 
strange sensation becoming accom- 
plice unspeakable, but somehow 
perfectly comprehensible, crime. After- 


ward, there the creepy pleasure get- 


ting away with it, and then the deeper 
pleasure growing, touching tender- 
moral being. It’s exhilarating passage, 
and just when reach its apex, Cain 
vents the wrath God oft his char- 
acters, and feel the fateful twist the 
knife our own backs. All along, our 
identification crucial; the old film noirs 
attained hewing gritty realism 
(albeit one strongly influenced the 
German expressionists), making the 


contemporary, and, often, add- 


ing voice-over narration, get the 
audience thinking the way the characters 
thought and seeing through their eyes. 


course, voice-over narration doesn’t 
work any more. Had Rafelson tried it, 
would have seemed merely quaint. But 
think there’s substitute for Jack 
gestures and expressions that midget 
like Frank would never capable of; 
they strike the viewer the way aside 
does. Balding and unshaven, with eyes 
instant, Nicholson gives 
narily resourceful performance here: his 
he’s vicious and amoral, but can save 
himself, and Nicholson propels him 
through regions savagery and beati- 
tude that are richly imagined that they 
could each, separate characteriza- 
tion, carrying independent life. 
terrific performance, but has fatal 
flaw: it’s not believable. The detach- 
ment, the range expression, the cun- 
ning don’t jibe with the. moments 
thickness and vacancy. Watching Post- 
man, one too busy admiring Nichol- 
son get clear look Frank. 

And Postman isn’t contemporary and 
realistic, either, the way good noir has 
be, the way Cain’s novel was its time. 
Rafelson has made period piece; 
draws with his startling 
eroticism and then loses amid the per- 
fect ‘30s decor. Not that Postman full 
shiny Packards and art-Deco Rafel- 
son has taken pains make his Depres- 
sion good and depressing. Sven Nykvist, 
Bergman’s formidable cinematographer, 
has shot the film high-contrast 
browns, blacks, and yellows that evoke 
the black-and-white photography 
great noir cinematographers like John 
Alton and Karl Freund; the film abounds 
murky shadows and oblique, unset- 
tling compositions. The care and crafts- 
manship Rafelson has brought this 


movie are apparent every frame. Half 


the time, eyes are shaded 
his hat, and the moment before the 
murder, sliver his face emerges from 
darkness into light deliberate way 
that makes your backbone go-cold. The 
camera almost always motion, and 
yet yoy don’t feel the movement; circles 
with the actors, with their schemes, 
gradually revealing the geography the 
house and cafe where romance and

murder brew. Using wide-angle lenses 
and deep focus, Rafelson has placed his 
characters against backgrounds that you 
can see into forever; nearly every shot, 
one feels the depth unarticulated pas- 
sion, the terror isolation, the vast 
motions fate. All that deliberateness, 


however, damages the movie. There 


nothing here, besides the eroticism, tell 
that this could watching, 
that might capable following 
such emotions hell and back. And the 
only magnifies the problem. Destiny 
punishes Frank the end, but since the 
sexual chemistry between Frank and Cora 
what the movie focuses on, one feels 
Frank were paying for the crime lust, 
not the crime murder. anachro- 
nism that idea makes the movie seem 
even more remote; locks the story into 
sociologically. 


talent reminiscent Hollywood out- 
siders from von Stroheim Nicholas 
Ray. Watching Postman, one can feel 
how the period, the plot, and 
studied screenplay (surprisingly devoid 
language and Mamet-isms) 
hem him in. The energy that has gone 
into meticulousness, into making sure 
that there are stark whites the 
screen, that nothing (Rafelson 
had every visible surface sprayed with 
non-reflective substance), that the shad- 
ows are just so, seems almost fetishis- 
tic, and grateful come upon 
snappy, fast-moving sequence like the 
one which the lawyer Katz (splendidly 
played Michael Lerner) gets the lovers 
acquitted, after some sharp wheeling and 


dealing with the insurance boys. After- 


ward, you hate return the gloom and 
claustrophobia Frank and 
mealy lives. One thing about the old film 
noirs: they really moved. The shocks 
came you and then disappeared, and 
you never felt your nose being rubbed 
the grime. Rafelson lingers and lingers; 
the film slightly longer than two hours, 
and you feel every minute it. 

fact, the only thing didn’t get too 
much didn’t get enough of, really 
was Jessica Lange. Lange has suffered her 
share razzing over the years; she had 
the Faye Wray role spoofy 
remake Kong (frankly, thought 
she was the best thing it), and then the 
thankless role lusty Lady Death All 
That Jazz. Postman, she exudes 
spacy, dangerous intelligence that 
reminds Tuesday Weld, and like 
Weld, she has horsy, toothy, expres- 
sive mouth that can seduce someone one 
minute and hiss him the next (when- 
ever she kisses Jack Nicholson, you wait 
see whether the kiss will turn into 
bite). Lange’s tremulous and 
little scary; her, violence and sensual- 
ity mingle with eerie ease. She may 
carry herself with casual grace 
her head erect, that one can see the 
perfect line her jaw but you sense 
tension running through her like live 
wire. scene, she threatens Nichol- 
son, and the corners her mouth begin 
twitching the way Humphrey 
used except that Lange’s tic fast 
and spasmodic and unplanned, 
jagged energy were pouring out her 
unbidden. Watching Lange’s perform- 
ance, one realizes that Cora smarter and 
more complex than Frank, and nobler, 
too that she who turns him into 
monster and she who can save his soul. 
Jessica Lange one the few actresses 
around who can play virgin and whore 
the same time; Postman makes think 
she can play everything between 
well.
